What Is Virtue - What is Virtuality? 

A cue from Heraclitus approximates: to not be only near knowledge nor only nearly awake. 

The gradients of knowledge by which virtuality forms on generative principles reawaken in the 
question... between the first question form and our present moods and mode in which the new 
approaches the formative and morphic principles which are related particularly in drawing and in 
which the sense of the coin of the realm derives from the sense of "koinos" as consult, bearing 
simulacrae or gravure, distributed over the chords threads and strings of fate to remark the idea of fate 
to that of perception as enabled, between the sense of approaching an ego object to create a subject 
bypassing the only nearness of narcissus and Medusa and relate through the conditions of experience 
that eventuality which forms on topography, topology and morphology a morphogenic sense, a mythos 
by which the alloysis of gradients of knowledge forme such as is indicated in the tension between world 
materiality and art materials reflected at the meta meta level available virtuality. 
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Simulacrae ( coin and gravure implicative of motion in sight and material condition) 
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Hypo Komeinon: Layers of understanding... 
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Gnosis ( Steering or canny type of knowledge) 
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Hybrid- linked to hubris as mythos of mortal/immortal, mortal and immortal substantiality 
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Asw - Asau- sensitivity- grommets of fate, underwriting which deposes the executive fiat of gods, free will... thetic.... aesthetic... 
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In which the death mask o f Agamemnon meets the Ecstasy of St Theresa( beaten gold of mask as the gradients of labor implicitly in Agamemnon's name 
of "all knowing" in relation to the mirabile- transport, of Bernini in which enfolding of art and artist take the strophe or orders to tropes or hyper turn of 
phrase erupting the verse, allowing prosody of rhetoric a visual rhetoric of movement through circumstance. 
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Theuria and Goetia, theory and practice- energia- the transpose of ones own efforts as offering a kind of verb yet also an osmotic dimension

Strophe- narrative precedent to antistrophe ( pattern) and trope - turn of phrase and entity.... 
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Trope- turn o f function to hyper extension and transformation of meaning, meta levels, complex meaning levels, embedding and nesting of relations. 
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Gnomon: that by which things are known.... sundial, carpenters edge.... nomenclature... 
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Herm- trophy, spoils, assemblage as in flower boat or still life, hermeneutics: form based on sense of topology.... 
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Phenomenal - flare up to perception, somatic of the semiotic and bodi of embodiment.. 
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Appeiron- appearance: whole greater than the sum of the parts within flux and aperception 
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
